There  is  something  new 
brewing  in  the  science  department 
here  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
Recently,  the  college  has  approved 
the  development  of  new  programs 
in  forensic  science.  Dr.  Neal 
Haskell  and  Dr.  Robert  Brodman 
are  heading  the  program, 
alongside  Dr.  Tim  Rice,  Joel 
Haskell,  Dr.  Daniel  Blankenship, 
and  Dr.  Chau  Wong.  Together 
they  are  working  towards  creating 
the  educational  opportunities 
for  students  and  professionals 
interested  in  graduate  education. 

There  are  two  Masters  classes 
and  Professional  development 
courses  being  offered.  The  Master 
classes  being  offered  are  in 
Forensic  Science  and  Forensic 
Entomology.  The  Forensic 
Science  is  a  not  a  thesis  driven 
course  and  works  with  the  student 
in  their  particular  field.  However, 
the  Entomology  Degree  does 
require  a  thesis  for  completion.

would  be  offered  in  the  summer 
and  are  shortened  on  duration. 
Some  of  the  classes  would  include 
Blood  Splatter  Analysis  and 
Forensic  Application  of  DNA. 

A  key  selling  point  of 
programs  is  that  they  are  not  only 
completed  in  Rensselaer,  but 
there  are  also  courses  available 
to  take  at  crime  lab  facilities  and 
other  universities.  This  allows  the 
instructors  to  be  pooled  together 
to  create  the  best  opportunity 
for  those  seeking  to  further  their 
education. 

Kynten  Hannon,  an  alumnus 


who  graduated  in  December  of 
2011,  has  been  helping  develop 
and  test  the  program.  “It’s  been 
interesting,”  said  the  former 
Biology  Wildlife  Ecology  Major. 
After  taking  an  entomology 
elective  her  senior  year.  Hannon 
became  interested  in  forensic 
science,  and  has  been  working 
with  Dr.  Haskell  ever  since.  She 
and  the  professors  have  started 
building  a  curriculum  suited  for  a 
graduate  degree. 

Haskell  and  Hannon  have 
been  working  with  Roland 
Kohr,  a  research  pathologist  at 


Terre  Haute  Regional  Medical 
Center,  among  many  other 
contacts  outside  of  the  college. 
Their  contacts  will  help  forma 
curriculum  as  well  as  bringing  in 
students. 

What  really  sets  the  program 
apart,  though,  Hannon  says,  is 
that  the  program  will  be  “hands 
on,  not  textbook  based,”  and  that 
students  are  able  to  get  down  and 
dirty  working  at  Haskell’s  farm 
handling  real  cadavers.  Hannon 
does  a  lot  of  this  on  a  daily 
basis,  getting  plenty  of  practical 
knowledge  by  doing  things  like 
working  on  case  studies  of  real 
victims. 

There  is  no  doubt  quite  the 
interest  in  this  among  students 
here  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
The  program  is  expected  to  draw 
interest  from  current  students 
as  well  as  overflow  from  other 
school  with  high  enrollment  in 
their  forensic  science  graduate 
programs,  such  a  Purdue 
University.

On  Sunday,  February  17, 
Campus  Ministry  hosted  a  soup 
kitchen  at  Saint  Victor’s  Church  in 
Calumet  City,  Illinois.  The  event 
brought  together  ten  volunteers 
who  devoted  their  Sunday  to 
helping  those  in  need.  The  bus 
was  scheduled  to  leave  right 
after  the  1 1  am  mass  and  was 
expected  to  return  at  about  dinner 
time.  This  is  the  second  time  this 
year  that  Campus  Ministry  has 
participated  in  a  soup  kitchen.  The 
first  time  was  in  mid-November 
last  year.  All  the  food  was  cooked 
by  Sodexo,  and  later  was  further 
prepared  by  the  students  upon 
reaching  the  church.  Typically, 
about  125  people  benefit  from  the 
service,  but  this  number  varies 
based  on  the  weather.  The  colder 
it  is,  the  more  participants  they 
seem  to  have.  Those  who  attend 
the  soup  kitchen  come  from  all 


walks  of  life.  Many  are  simply 
down  on  their  luck  or  have  fallen 
on  hard  times;  some  may  appear 
to  be  more  “lazy.”  When  asked 
to  comment  on  this.  Brother  Tim 
Hemm,  who  organized  the  event, 
quoted  Matthew  25:40,  “as  you 
did  it  to  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brothers,  you  did  it  to  me.” 
Student  representative  for  the 
event,  Sophomore  Elementary 
Education  major,  Clayton  Can- 
said,  “The  least  you  can  do  is  help 
someone  else  out,  why  not?” 

While  there  will  not  be 
another  soup  kitchen  experience 
to  be  involved  in  until  next 
year,  Brother  Tim  is  looking 
for  students  to  participate  in 
helping  out  at  the  food  pantry  in 
Wheatfield,  Indiana,  on  Saturday, 
March  23  and  will  involve 
restocking  shelves,  bagging 
food  for  clients,  assisting  with 
paperwork,  and  socializing 
with  the  clientele.  Brother  Tim 
stressed  the  importance  of  the 


social  aspect  involved.  Getting 
to  really  know  the  people  is 
what  helps  make  the  experience 
so  special.  Campus  Ministry 
would  like  to  offer  a  soup  kitchen 
volunteer  opportunity  more  often, 
but  because  it  is  so  far  away  it 
has  been  difficult.  Starting  next 
year,  however,  they  are  hoping 
to  secure  a  church  in  Lafayette

This  spring, 
over  Spring  Break,  St.  Joseph’s 
College  Campus  Chapter  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  will  be 
working  with  the  Athens,  Georgia 
Habitat  for  Humanity  Affiliate 
for  what  they  call  a  Collegiate 
Challenge.  “The  Athens  affiliate 
hasn't  told  us  what  exactly  we’ll 
be  doing,”  explained  faculty 
advisor  Professor  Fred  Berger, 
“but  usually  the  work  involves 
either  new  construction  of  a 
home,  rehab  existing  houses, 
landscaping,  or  site  preparation.” 

Berger  has  been  with  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  chapter  since 
1995,  and  this  Spring  will  be  his 
1 8th  trip. 

“Our  campus  chapter  also 
annually  works  in  Rocky 
Mount,  North  Carolina  during 
Thanksgiving  Break,  and  we 
have  traveled  to  Tanzania,  Chile, 
Guatemala,  and  Macedonia, 
and  in  May  we’ll  be  going  to 
Nicaragua  for  a  ‘Global  Village’ 


work  trip.” 

The  St.  Joseph’s  College 
chapter  meets  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  every  month,  and 
any  student  is  welcome  to  join 
up.  Announcements  regarding 
the  group  go  out  to  students  via 
email,  as  well  as  on  the  Puma 
Pages  Channel.  “Students  can  get 
involved  in  many  ways:  work  on 
committees  for  campus  events, 
work  with  the  Jasper  County 
affiliate,  and  sign  up  for  work 
trips.”  Berger  added. 

The  group  is  open  to  any  SJC 
student  interested  in  joining. 

The  trips  have  been  described 
by  Berger  to  be  life-changing 
experiences,  and  well  worth 
the  time.  Though  Spring 
Break  is  traditionally  the  time 
college  students  relax,  joining 
the  Habitat  for  Humanity  trip 
offers  a  different  experience. 
Though  hard  work,  it  is  not  only 
fun,  but  also  rewarding  for  the 
volunteers.  “Students  often  have 
their  eyes  opened  to  the  plight 
of  the  working  poor,  and  come 
back  to  campus  ready  to  make  a 
difference  in  someone’s  life.”

If  you  had  $68,000  what  would 
you  spend  it  on?  Loaded  question 
isn’t  it?  Well  that’s  the  situation 
the  Student  Association  (S  A) 
finds  themselves  in.  They  have  a 
lot  of  money  and  are  looking  to 
use  it  to  improve  Saint  Joseph’s 
College. 

The  Student  Association  has 
what  is  known  as  the  “reserve 
account.”  Any  money  that  the  SA 
doesn’t  spend  over  the  course  of 
the  year  gets  put  into  this  account. 
The  issue  is  that,  for  quite  a  few 
years  now,  a  lot  of  money  has 
been  put  into  the  account  but  little 
has  been  used.  This  year,  the  SA 
would  like  to  change  that.  They 
want  to  use  some  of  that  $68,000 
to  improve  the  campus  and  make 
the  student  experience  here  better. 


When  asked  about  what  he 
thought  the  SA  should  do  with  the 
money,  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities  John  May  urged  the 
students  to  be  thoughtful  in  their 
decision.  He  stated  that  he  has 
no  recommendations  for  the 
students,  but  will  be  there  to  help. 
He  said  that  he  “is  on  both  sides 
of  the  fence  -  he  doesn’t  want 
the  spending  to  be  frivolous,  but 
doesn’t  want  the  money  to  just  sit 
there.”  Overall,  he  is  hopeful  that 
the  students  of  the  SA  will  spend 
the  money  in  a  way  that  has  the 
best  impact  on  the  student  body. 

SA  President  and  Junior  Mass 
Communications  major,  Katie 
Dittman  gave  a  clear  picture 
of  the  situation.  She  believes 
that  discussing,  planning,  and 
utilizing  the  money  ought  to  be 
one  of  the  main  priorities  of  SA 
this  year.  She  believes  that  with 


all  the  budget  cuts  this  year,  it 
would  be  wasteful  to  not  utilize 
the  resources  available.  When 
asked  how  she  would  like  to  see 
the  money  spent,  she  mentioned 
that  there  was  a  lot  of  discussion 
about  renovating  and  adding 
some  sidewalks,  but  ultimately 
she  said,  “whatever  the  students 
want  is  what  I  want.”  She  hopes 
that  students  will  take  this  time  to 
speak  at  the  open  forums  during 
the  SA  Senate  meetings  and 
invites  students  to  email  her  ideas 
at  kdt8405@saintjoe.edu. 

So  the  question  stands,  what 
do  you  think  SA  should  do  with 
the  money?  They  are  eager  for 
opinions.  This  is  your  chance  to 
help  shape  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
for  years  to  come.

New  computer  lab  opens  in  the  Core 
Building

The  past  week,  Saint  Joesph’s 
College  reopened  the  Core 
Computer  Lab,  which  is  now 
known  as  the  Digital  Learning 
Center.  Over  the  summer,  a 
mold  infestation  in  the  original 
Financial  Office  forced  the 
College  to  move  it  to  the  Core 
Lab,  leaving  the  school  with  only 
one  computer  lab,  the  Science 
Building  Lab. 

However,  thanks  to  a  Title  3 
Grant  bestowed  upon  the  school, 
the  Financial  Office  has  been 
moved  to  the  Halleck  Center,  and 
the  Digital  Learning  Center  is 
taking  its  place. 

“The  lab  will  host  twenty  new 
laptops,  an  overhead  projector,  a 
Smartboard,  two  televisions  with 
mini  computers,  a  sound  system, 
and  a  DVD  player.”  Computer 
Services  Specialist  Mary 
Duggleby  said  of  the  new  lab. 

“It  will  also  have  a  wireless 
printer,  just  like  Jazzman’s.” 
Duggleby  added. 

Currently,  the  lab’s  hours  are 
very  limited,  but  as  the  semester 
goes  on,  and  if  more  and  more 
students  use  the  lab,  hours  will 


be  expanded  as  needed.  It  is 
expected  that  the  new  lab  will 
be  very  popular,  both  as  a  place 
to  study  and  print  papers,  as 
well  as  a  place  to  just  pass  time 
between  classes.  Students  can 
rent  laptops  or  plug  in  their  own 
in  the  Digital  Learning  Center,  as 
there  are  several  easily  accessible 
outlets  located  around  the  room. 
There  are  several  tables  at  which 
students  can  sit.  In  addition, 
the  Digital  Learning  Center  is 
wheelchair  accessible. 


Like  the  Science  Lab,  and 
the  original  Core  lab  before  it, 
professors  can  “rent”  out  an  hour 
for  a  class  if  needed.  However, 
since  there  is  also  a  printer 
in  Jazzman’s,  the  library,  and 
the  Science  lab,  hopefully,  the 
addition  of  the  new  computer  lab 
will  reduce  the  scramble  to  get 
a  paper  printed  out  before  class. 
Overall,  the  Digital  Learning 
Center  is  expected  to  be  a  success 
school-wide.

As  a  result  of  the  Newtown 
School  shootings  and  several 
other  recent  shootings  in  the 
United  States,  several  Indiana 
General  Assembly  members 
have  begun  an  initiative  that 
would  require  institutions  of 
higher  education  in  Indiana,  by 
statute,  to  allow  students  to  carry 
weapons  on  campus. 

This  measure  was  introduced 
to  the  Indiana  Assembly  several 
weeks  ago  and  has  sparked 
a  more  localized  version  of 
the  national  debate  on  gun 
violence,  gun  control  and  Second 
Amendment  rights.  Shortly 
after  the  introduction  of  this 
bill,  several  Indiana  institutions 
(most  notably  Indiana  University 
and  Purdue  University)  sent 
letters  and  representatives  to 
the  Assembly  to  express  their 
concerns.  At  the  most  recent 
Faculty  Assembly  meeting.  Dr. 
Charles  Kerlin  of  the  English 
department  recommended  that 
the  College  follow  the  example 
of  some  of  our  fellow  higher- 
education  institutions  and 
submit  a  letter  to  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly.  The  faculty 
voted  to  draft  a  letter  to  send  to 
Assembly,  and  the  process  has 
begun  for  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
to  join  the  debate  on  gun  control 
on  college  campuses.  Does 
allowing  students  to  carry  guns 
in  classrooms  discourage  violent 
shootings?  No.  As  such,  I  think 
it  is  incredibly  important  that  the 
college  become  involved  in  this 
debate.

The  most  important  aspect  in 
Need for  Speed:  Most  Wanted  is 
found  in  the  gameplay.  Starting 
out,  the  game  can  feel  sluggish, 
as  you  don’t  have  much  access 
to  the  best  cars  in  the  beginning, 
but  after  you  defeat  a  few  of  the 
Blacklist  racers  the  game 
starts  to  get  hectic.  Racing  more 
earns  you  more  money  as  well  as 
more  rewards  in  the  game,  such  as 
better  parts  for  your  car,  more 
customizable  paintjobs,  and  even 
more  cars  to  go  purchase  and 
race. 

The  different  sets  of  races  can 
vary,  but  almost  always  appeal 
to  a  certain  type  of  driver.  Sprint, 
Circuit,  and  Elimination  all  serve 
to  be  for  the  endurance  racers, 


who  aren’t  always  in  the  lead,  but 
manage  to  strike  at  the  right  time 
to  achieve  victory.  Speedtrap, 

Drag,  and  Tollbooth  all  involve 
powering  through  each  race  at  the 
highest  speed  possible,  leading 
the  pack  in  points  or  time.  The 
cops  also  add  a  new  aspect  to 
the  gameplay  that  involves  you 
earning  reputation  by  engaging  in 
high-speed  pursuits,  evading  cops, 
committing  crimes,  and  earning  a 
bounty  on  your  car  in  order  to 
challenge  Blacklist  racers.  You 
also  must  earn  a  certain  number  of 
milestones,  or  challenges  within 
pursuits,  that  reward  you  with  a 
small  boost  of  bounty  for 
completing.  However,  being  in  a 
police  pursuit  also  increases  your 


Heat  meter,  which  determines 
how  difficult  the  cops  will  be  in 
pursuing  you.  At  the  highest  Heat 
you  must  endure  a  squad  of  up  to 
25  Corvettes  that  replenishes  over 
time,  a  helicopter,  roadblocks, 
ramming  SUV s  designed  to  smash 
your  car  to  the  side  of  the  road, 
and  spike  strips  that  pop  your 
tires-  ending  the  pursuit  almost 
immediately.  This  additional 
aspect  to  a  racing  game  like  Need 
for  Speed  makes  for  a  cunning 
combo  of  fast  paced  racing  along 
with  action-packed  pursuits  that 
change  with  every  turn.  As  with 
all  games  there  are  errors.  One 
major  error  is  in  the  customization 
aspects.  “Your  car”  is  not  really 
“yours”  since  there  are  very  few 


options  in  the  overall  design.  If 
you  can’t  race  with  a  car  that  you 
feel  is  different  and  distinguished 
from  others’  cars, why  should  you 
even  bother  trying  to  be  creative 
with  it?  Another  portion  of  errors 
within  the  game  are  actual  errors. 
Hitting  invisible  walls  that  stop 
you  instantly,  unrealistically  good 
AI,  or  unrealistically  bad  AI  all 
are  present  within  the  game  at 
some  point. 

The  invisible  walls  are  very 
inconsistent,  but  they  usually 
happen  on  comers,  which 
can  ruin  a  picture -perfect  race 
without  any  warning.  The  AI  is 
unpredictable,  but  in  a  bad  way, 
as  “error-handling”,  or  the  system 
that  fixes  problems  caused  by  the 
AI,  can  lead  to  unsettling  results. 
Overall,  Need for  Speed:  Most 
Wanted  changed  what  it  means  to 
play  a  racing  game.  The  racing 
allows  you  to  feel  immersed  in 
the  racing  world,  while  the  cops 
were  a  welcome  addition  to  the 
mix,  changing  what  it  means  to 
be  a  racer.  Although  the  game 
struggles  with  customization 
options,  the  AI,  and  invisible 
walls  in  the  game,  these  problems 
only  affect  a  small  portion  of 
the  game.

“Turnovers  and  free  throws  are 
what  ended  up  hurting  us  in  this 
game”  said  senior  Mike  Lipton, 
starting  shooting  guard  for  the 
Pumas.  Saint  Joe  had  8  first  half 
turnovers  while  Wesleyan  had  6. 
Both  team  relied  on  missed  shots 
and  transition  offense  in  order  to 
get  buckets,  which  explains  why 
there  were  so  many  turnovers 
throughout  the  game. 

Senior  Damon  Ellison,  starting 
forward  for  the  Pumas,  led  his 
team  in  scoring  once  again  while 
senior  Dayvon  Sloan  contributed 
with  1 7  points  and  3  assists  of  his 


own. 

Wesleyan  was  led  by  Dazmond 
Starks  who  dominated  the  game 
by  having  a  double  double  with 
23  points  and  10  rebounds. 
Underclassmen  Corey  Clifton 
also  played  a  good  game  adding 
in  9  points.  While  all  around 
effort  and  determination  was 
shown  by  the  Pumas,  Kentucky 
Wesleyan  showed  why  they  are 
one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  nation 
and  have  a  decent  shot  at  winning 
a  championship. 

“They're  a  good  team.  We 
knew  that  coming  in,  it  motivated 
us  even  more  to  win  in  front 
of  our  home  crowd,”  said 
Clifton  about  the  match  up  with 
Wesleyan. 

The  next  matchup  came 
against  the  #23  University  of 
Southern  Indiana,  on  Valentine’s 
Day. 

The  Pumas  came  out  fighting 
from  the  get-go  again,  hoping  to 
recover  from  their  recent  loss. 

In  the  first  half  the  Pumas  were 
on  fire  from  the  arc,  shooting 
43%.  Sloan  drove  the  lane  to  put 
the  Pumas  up  31-28  at  halftime. 

In  the  second  half,  the 
Screaming  Eagles  jumped  ahead, 
but  the  Pumas  once  again  fought 
their  way  back  into  the  game. 

With  eight  minutes  remaining 
the  Pumas  were  up  by  three 
points.  This  lead  was  soon  lost, 
and  USI  increased  the  lead  to  17, 
beating  the  Pumas  73-58.  The 
team  finished  with  37  rebounds, 
senior  Tealgil  Stonewall  leading 
with  seven  rebounds.  Sloan 
finished  with  12  points,  and 
10  points  were  added  by  both 
freshman  Maiscei  Grier  and 
senior  Jon  Smith. 

While  leaders  and 
upperclassmen  like  Ellison  and 
Sloan  graduate  this  year,  we  will 
see  what  the  younger  players  can 


offer  during  the  remaining  games 
this  season.  The  Pumas  have 
fought  hard  in  all  their  games 
this  season,  it  just  seems  like 
closing  out  games  has  been  an 
issue  for  them  at  many  points. 

It  almost  seems  to  be  the  theme 
of  their  season.  Having  no  shot 
to  make  the  tournament  this 
season  they  will  look  to  finish 
their  season  on  a  high  note  in  the 
remaining  three  games. 


The  team  is  away  in  Kenosha, 
Wisconsin,  to  play  the  University 
of  Wisconsin-Parkside  on 
February  21st.  The  Pumas  will 
host  Lewis  University  for  their 
last  home  game  of  the  season 
at  Richard  F.  Scharf  Alumni 
Fieldhouse  on  February  23rd, 
and  then  finish  out  the  season  at 
the  University  of  Indianapolis  on 
February  28th.

Pumas  Post  Big  Marks

Once  again  this  season,  the 
Puma  Track  &  Field  teams 
traveled  north  to  Grand  Valley 
State  University  to  the  Big 
Meet.  The  Pumas  were  set  to 
compete  against  some  of  the 
toughest  competition  of  the 
season  at  the  GVSU  Big  Meet, 
which  showcases  1 ,743  athletes, 
representing  85  teams  from 
both  NCAA  Division  I  and  II 
institutions. 

The  highlight  of  the  trip  was 
in  the  men’s  800  meter  run,  as 
senior  Luke  McRoberts  continued 
his  standout  season,  producing 
an  NCAA  provisional  qualifying 
mark.  McRoberts  finished  the 
race  in  1:53.62,  a  personal  best 
which  was  good  for  3rd  place 
overall. 

The  men’s  team  produced 
other  great  marks,  including  four 
personal  bests  in  the  5,000  meter 
run.  The  four  athletes  (all  juniors) 
were  Alex  Yong  (16:43.47),  Corey 
Dowds  (16:07.87),  Matt  Phillips 
(16:02.49),  and  Richard  Kaht 
(14:57.11).  Sophomore  Logan 
Barett  posted  the  best  time  for  the 


Pumas  in  the  event  with  his  mark 
of  14:53.45.  Sophomore  Patrick 
Massoels  continued  to  improve 
in  the  3,000  meter  run  with  his 
mark  of  9:05.24,  surpassing  his 
previous  personal  best  by  five 
seconds. 

Phillips  said  of  their  upcoming 
conference  meet,  “One  morning 
I  woke  up  and  was  seriously 
confused  about  my  lifestyle 
choices.  Should  I  be  a  star  fotball 
player,  or  a  news  anchor  for 
ESPN?  Nothing  made  sense,  my 
mind  was  inhabited  by  storm 
clouds.  Then  I  heard  a  voice, 
the  voice  of  Coach  Massoels.  I 
could  see  clearly  then,  like  the 
rain  was  gone!  Performing  well 
at  conference  is  how  I  repay 
The  Venerable  Massoels  for  his 
guidance.” 

For  the  women’s  team, 
sophomore  Sam  Nirva  posted 
3,226  points  in  the  pentathlon 
to  place  6th  in  the  event.  Nirva 
posted  new  personal  bests  in  two 
of  the  five  pentathlon  events  (shot 
put  and  the  800m  run)  in  order  to 
achieve  her  new  best  overall  mark 
for  the  challenging  event.  This 
also  earned  her  SJC’s  Athlete  of 
the  Week  honors. 


The  women  also  showed  off 
their  talent  in  the  3,000  meter  run, 
producing  three  personal  bests  in 
the  event.  The  Pumas  showcased 
their  talent  in  the  3,000  meter 
event  with  three  personal  records. 
Frehiwet  Negassi  finished  in  19th 
to  pace  the  Pumas  with  a  finish 
of  10:43.88.  Andie  Strang  was 
the  next  Puma  to  finish  with  a 
personal  record  of  1 0:5 1 .60  which 
improved  her  previous  personal 
best  by  almost  two  seconds.  Kelli 
Lippold  finished  one  spot  behind 
Strang  with  a  time  of  10:53.48  to 
shave  off  over  20  seconds  from 
her  personal  best  time. 

“Even  though  it  was  a  long 
weekend,”  said  junior  thrower 
Megan  Rust,  “the  Big  Meet  had 
a  lot  of  good  competition.  It 
allowed  us  to  set  the  tone  for  our 
conference  meet  this  weekend.” 

The  Pumas  will  finish  up 
their  indoor  season  at  the  GLVC 
Indoor  Championship  Meet  at 
the  University  of  Indianpolis 
this  coming  weekend,  before 
preparing  to  go  outdoors  in  mid- 
March  for  the  start  of  the  outdoor 
season.

Senior  guard  Tonisha  Sanders 
and  sophomore  guard  Kiki 
Wilson  led  the  Pumas  in  scoring, 
with  9  and  8  points,  respectively. 
However,  combined,  the  two  went 
6  for  23  (26%)  from  field  goal 
range,  and  only  1  for  7  (14%) 
from  behind  the  3 -point  line. 


Above  all  the  thing  to 
remember  is  that  our  Pumas  are  a 
very  young  team.  The  experience 
gap  between  Kentucky 
Wesleyan  and  our  Pumas  was 
very  apparent,  and  though  it  is 
unfortunate  that  the  ladies  started 
playing  better  this  late  in  the 
season,  it  is  encouraging  for  next 
year  to  know  that  the  majority  of 
the  team  will  be  returning. 

The  team  still  has  three  games 
remaining  in  the  season  to  try  and 
redeem  their  1-22  record.  They 
are  0-15  in  GLVC  conference 
play.  Hopefully  against  the 
University  of  Wisconsin- 
Parkside,  Lewis  University,  or 
the  University  of  Indianapolis, 
the  women  can  end  their  1 5  game 
losing  streak.  They  only  have  one 
home  game  remaining,  against 
Lewis  University  on  February 
23rd  at  3  p.m.  Come  out  and 
support  the  Pumas  at  their  last 
home  game  of  the  season. 


Sophomore  center  Shaquina 
Scott  was  4  for  4  off  the  bench, 
contributing  a  further  8  points  to 
the  cause.  Despite  these  efforts, 
the  Pumas  ended  the  game  with 
only  5  assists  and  6  steals  as 
a  team,  as  opposed  to  the  1 6 
assists  and  1 1  steals  that  helped 
Wesleyan  succeed.
